Peking reported in numeral 01-de (Nov. 26) that 30 Soviet specialist* presented papers 
at the People* s E&iveraity science meeting. Soviet teachers at the university had 
w enthuai«i»ti.-saliy guided" Chinese teachers and students: Chinese raxulty members had 
studied Stalin * s' ''Economic Problems of Socialism"; and "admnced teaching experiences 
of Soviet higher scientific institutions" had been adopted. Tihu.a reported (Nov. 24) 
that local cadres vers studying Malenkov's report "to have & better understanding of 
■world <eoB.diti.cnE »-i! learn, cf the achievements of the USSR.* 

4. (lc) Soviet Technical Guidance: 

Peking auncunc.-.d in numeral code (Nov. 24) that Soviet expert VerUchhkin had made 
paper fm?, sugar o. ax* bagaase ot the No. CO 2 Paper Mill, in Inin . Si.schvan. Peking 
(Nov. £5) broadoect a talk by Chleu Cheng-ying crediting Soviet expert Bukov with 
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making the E>.iai River project a success. He promoted the use of earth dams so concrete 
could he saved for other construction, and saved such scarce items as copper by use 
■e "substitute materials."

Peking reported (Nov. 28) that Soviet experts completed the Chengtautung- Chinhsien 
Bijanch of the Chinese -Changchun Railvay ahead of schedule, and (Nov. 30) credited 
Soviet experts with major increases in China* s power supply. Peking said in 
numeral code (Nov. 30 ) that the Taiyuan Steel Mill now was progressing, though 
Scjviet experts at first failed to gain the confidence of the workers, "who still 
worshiped out-of-date capitalist technology." 

Mukden asserted (Nov. 26) that much of the planning for expansion of the Anshan 
et^el mill* was done in the USSR, the automatic equipment came from Russia, and 
Soviet experts were sent to supervise installations. Mukden (New. 29) quoted from 
a TtllG JEJ JXH PAD article in praising Soviet experts for expansion of the Northeast 
chemical industry. 

According to Dairen (Nov. 2k), workers testified at a meeting on “the patience of 
Soviet experts." in teaching them to use Russian machines. Shanghai stated (Nov. 2k) 
that Shanghai No. 3 Steel Mill workers had learned to make a superior steel by 
following instructions of Soviet expert Makitor.

Chungking assarted (Nov. 2k) that rrar.ge 
growers of Chiangchln Helen, Szechwan, attributed their prosperity to "Chairman 
Map's leadership and the unselfish assistance of the USSR," ar.d resolved to "grov 
more and better oranges to ship to the USSR."

Peking stated (Not. 2p) that the news blackout announced for Ei£aahcn?er*e Korean 
visit would not hide hie inability to fulfill hia election pledge t: end th* war. 

"The shameless hoax of this new Wall Street agent will be exposed to the American 

people." 

Peking assarted (Nov. £0) that Van Fleet's recent offensive, the greatest since 
Inst autumn, gained him only 20,000 casualties, and (Nov. 29) quoted the CHRISTIAN 
SCIENCE MONITOR aa saying the 5th Air Force commander had admitted failure of the 
American air and naval attacks on North Korea.
